V A Proclamation commanding perſons of 


qualitie to reſide in their Countreys. 


—Hereas by two former Proclamations, the one date d the twentie:h 
& & of Nonember.and the other the two and twentieth of December 1aſt, we 
SJ did publilh and declare Pur Royall pleaſure concerning the repatre of the 
58] Z-02ds Spirttuall and Tempozall, and of other perſons of qualitie from 
toe Cities of London and w9:ſtminſter and other parts adtacent,and fcom 
other Cities and Townes vnto their Countrep dwellings : we haue late⸗ 
A, || ly cauſcd a diligent ſuruey and enquiry to be made in the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, and the Suburbs of the lame, whereby it appeared, 
That as many perſons of qualitie and woꝛth, both men and women, haue

; onely neglected the lame, but retiring foz a time vnto ſome places in o: 
neere she dad Cities, whrreryeyTtecceny Tuwurue,v: ber pet ———— Tp ES Duri to 
be out of the wap otenquirie, doe endeauour to elude and fruſtrate Our ſincereand Honourable in- 
tendments, whereat we aimed in both Our laid Pꝛoclamations, which is the reuining e of 
Hoſpitalitie and good Gonernmentinall the parts of this Our Kingdome, And therefoze, as wee 
may not let paſſe the obedience of the one, without Hur Gracious appꝛobation and acceptante; ſo we 
tannot but giue notice to the other, that Wee areſenſible of their contempt,#that thoſe lubtilties and 
enaſions,can neither hide them fromthe eye of Our p2ouidence,no2 excuſe them krom the hand of Our 
Juſtice, which without Our greater clementie, expecting their ſpeedie reloꝛmation and tonfoꝛmitie, 
Would ſoone ſeize and lay hold on them foꝛ their obſtinatie and diſobedience; And therefoꝛe we being 
fully reſolued foꝛ the generall good of Our people to perfect that wozke which Wee haue (vponſuch 
iuſt grounds and impoꝛtant realons) begun, aue thought ſit once moꝛe to admoniſh all ſuch as haue 
not yet confozmed to Our ſaid Pꝛotlamations, That they tmmediatly yeeld obedience thereto by re⸗ 
airing with their families to their pꝛoper dwellings and habitations in the Countrey, as by Our 
o2mer Pꝛotlamations they were entoyned, and that ſuch as are at this pꝛeſent reſident in their 
Countreys, doe there continue their habitations and families; And that all perlons doe fozbeare by 
ſoiourningin oꝛ about any Cities oꝛ Townes, oꝛ by any other euaſions whatſoeuer, to endeauour the 
fruſtrating ofthe ſaid Pꝛoclamations. And to the intent, that none ſhould vpon hope of alteration 
of Our purpole either take oꝛ keepe houſes in oꝛ about the Cities of London oꝛ weſtminſter with in⸗ 
tent to withdꝛaw themſelues, their wiues oz families thither from their habitations in the tountrey 
in the winter next enſuing, we haue thought good to let them know, That We are fully determined 
to hold the ſame courſe then, which we haue foꝛmerly pzopounded,andtherefoze they being foꝛewar⸗ 
ned may ſo diſpoſe of their affaires, as with leaſt inconuentence to themlelues they may perfozme 
Our Royallcommandement, giuen by this and other Our foꝛmer Pzoclamations,
